Helsinki, Finland, Nov. 12 (AP)— 
Finland today turned down a United 
States warning to withdraw from 
the war against Russia on threat 
of losing American friendship and 
insisted she was still fighting a de­ 
fensive war against the Soviet. 
The decision was made public in 
a note Issued after a lengthy ses­ 
sion of the government. It was this 
country’s answer to the warning 
disclosed November 3 in W ashington 
by U. S. Secretary of State Hull. 
Only a short time after publica­ 
tion of the note, air-raid sirens 
sounded in the Finnish capital and 
residents were sent hurrying to u n ­ 
derground shelters where they re­ 
mained for a half hour. 
Finland, the Helsinki government 
advised the United States, does not 
want to continue the fight against 
Russia any longer than her vital 
security demands but she cannot 
expose herself to future perils by 
artificially interrupting m ilitary op­ 
erations 
before 
the 
objective 
is 
wholly realized. 
The note said the defensive nature 
of the struggle was not altered by 


the Finnish Army's effort to “make 
harmless and man the enemy’s a t­ 
tack bases beyond the 1939 borders.” 
It said that if Finland had had 
sufficient strength during the 1939- 
40 winter war she would have done 
the same and "surely nobody would 
have doubted the justice of the F in­ 
nish operations." 
The United States, the govern­ 
m ent said, had assumed that Fin­ 
land’s freedom of action "and even 
her independence have been im ­ 
periled by Germany." 
“Finland herself has no reason 
to assume she is in any such d an­ 
ger,” the note added. 
It explained it was a coincidence 
that Germany took up arms against 
Russia, a coincidence which saved 
Finland from standing alone again 
lr a fight which "would have de- I 
noted the doom of Finland and the 
entire north." 
Finland, 
since 
going 
to 
war 
against Russia last June 26. has re­ 
gained substantially all the terri­ 
tory she was forced to concede to 
Russia after the 1939-40 winter war, 
but the government said vital areas 
still were in Russian hands.

CLAIM RUSSIA 
FIGHTS NAZIS 
TO STANDSTILL 


London. Nov. 12 (AP)—The Ger­ 
man armies have been fought to 
a standstill before both Moscow and 
Rostov, a Soviet spokesman asserted 
today, and characterized Nazi ac­ 
counts of sensational Crimean gains 
as an effort "to cover up the situa­ 
tion" on the central front. 
S. A. 
Lozovsky, vice commissar of foreign 
affairs, told of Russian successes in 
a press conference at Kuibyshev 
after a telephone conversation with 
headquarters at the embattled capi­ 
tal. 
The Red army’s position before 
Moscow is “roasidernbly better,” he 
said, and Russian counterattacks 
are levying a heavy casualty toll on 
battlefields reported here to be alt­ 
ernately freezing and thawing. 
(The British radio, however, quot­ 
ed a Moscow broadcaster as saying 
th at the defenders of Tula, the 
southern anchor of Moscow’s de­ 
fense system, "havp had to retreat 
slightly” and the Russian position 
was serious.

The two CIO leaders also roughly 
attacked the decision in a minority 
report which preceded their resig­ 
nations. 
The majority, in its re­ 
port, urged th at the board’s recom­ 
mendations be given “sober and 
thoughtful consideration” by both 
the union and the steel companies 
which own the captive mines and 
“that as a result uninterrupted pro­ 
duction of defense materials might 
be achieved without depriving labor 
or management of the rights which 
they enjoy in a free and democratic 
society.” 
The recommendations were not 
binding on either party to the dis­ 
pute, but William H. Davis, the 
board’s chairman, told a press con­ 
ference yesterday: 
Urges Acceptance 
‘T hope to God the union will 
have the good sense to accept the 
recommendations." 
John L. Lewis, president of the 
CIO’s United Mine Workers, m ain­ 
tained complete silence on the sub­ 
ject, but he has called a meeting 
of UMW’s policy committee Friday 
that will be attended by 200 repre­ 
senting all districts in the eight 
states of the Appalachian soft coal 
fields, and not just the areas which 
have captive mines. 
The captives are so called because 
they are owned by steel companies 
which use their coal to fire steel 
furnaces and do not market it com­ 
mercially. 
Murray, who also is vice president 
of UMW, declined to say whether 
he expected Friday’s meeting to re­ 
sult in a strike call, but Lewis’ own 
timetable made some decision neces­ 
sary.

Washington, Nov. 12 (AP)—The 
opening of momentous house debate 
on scrapping the Neutrality Act ban 
against American merchant ships 
entering combat zones found Demo­ 
cratic leaders apprehensive toda:> 
lest continued defense strikes cost 
them sorely-needed votes.

House members in favor of strike- 
curbing measures said such action 
on the part of the President not 
only would greatly enhance the 
chances for approval of the senate- 
broadened neutrality amendment' 
but would assure speedy enactment 
of almost any labor measures the 
Chief Executive might request. 
Immediately prior to the opening 
of the two-day debate on the pro­ 
posed changes in the Neutrality Act 
leaders conceded privately that they 
had a fight on their hands and fore­ 
cast that the vote would be much 
closer than the 259-to-138 margin 
by which the house originally ap­ 
proved repeal of the act’s ban 
against the arming of American 
merchant vessels. The senate sub­ 
sequently tacked on the provisions 
to repeal the prohibitions against 
such ships entering combat zones or 
the ports of belligerents. 
House Majority Whip Patrick J 
Boland of Scranton, Pa., has been
